And yet this is hard to be- 
lieve; the massive appearance of 
each dwelling or oratory puts 
these figures to the lie. The 
thick walls, the best defense 
against heat and the fury of the 
wind, the heavy tiled roofs, the 
gigantic outside staircases, the 
broad openwork pigeon cotes 
magnified by their proportions by 
the milky whiteness of their sur- 
faces, and by the perfection of 
their lines, writes Elaine Westall 
Gould in The Christian Science 
Monitor. 

This whiteness, almost unbe- 
Mevable yet utterly natural seen 


against a background of foam-. 


capped waves, must be one of 
the. secrets, The fishermen, all 
masons by tradition, raised their 
houses by hand, each according 
to his own personal notions, but 
according to tradition, too, since 
the modest needs of seamen have 
changed very little over the 
centuries. And because they are 
proud of their handiwork, the 
houses are whitewashed every 
week with lime made from 
powdered shards brought from 
the ruins of Delos. 

Thus, ascending one of the 
narrow, twisting streets is like 
moving in. a wonderland of 
whiteness, It is all white, white 
as fresh lilies, softly luminous 
from the sun, with smoky bluish 
reflections from sea and sky. The 
stones underfoot are white, too, 


the well copings, the benches in 
tiny squares; and whenever a 
vista opens up the gray-green 
hills and valleys beyond ‘gleam 
with spottings of. white wind- 
mills, mgre white chapels, white 
pigeon towers where all the 
circling birds are white. There 
are other colors, but these actual- 
ly intensify the white that holds 
everything else — tile roofs 
blooming in cerise and vibrant 
blue, and everywhere along the 
way, the soft. mellow glow of 
golden brown from the natina of 
fruitwood doors, shutters, carv- 
ed railings. 

Inside, every stick of fittings 
as well as of furniture has been 
made by the master of the house; 
a stove of baked brick and tile; 
body-high for e2ase in tending; 
niches in the walls for charcoal, 
water, and oil, salt, meal, and 
pottery; perhaps two chairs with 
straw seats woven by the house- 
wife; a fruitwood chest, These 
are the irreducible minimum. 
Beds are often folden against the 
wall, under jutting balconies, and 
a room may be divided so that 
in stormy weather when the 
man is at sea his spouse can im- 
mure herself in a windowless 
portion where the wind cannot 
be heard. Some houses have no 
windows at all. Daylight comes 
in through the open upper part 
of the door.

ject so perfectly designed for its 
function, made to last for gener- 


ations by hands that knew in-~ 


stinctively, from long practice, 
just where it needed Ww be 
strongest, what would be ex- 
trinsic and what essential in the 
construction and how it ought to 
look. Not an inch of wood could 
be wasted; even such a small 
room must appear spacious and 
uncluttered. 

No wonder the beauty-of these 
interiors seems inherent, not only 
in the shapes of utensils and 
chairs, the colorful, hand-woven, 
hand-dyed mats and cloths, the 
bright tiles and ironwork against 
the white walls, but also in the 
arrangement of ‘these things.

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KEEP GOING 

There is no great trouble or 
work involved in having a clean, 
well growing garden if one 
spends a little time on the job 
now weeds are small and easily 
destroyed: The soil is moist and 
quickly cultivated. Thinning and 
transplanting are done with a 
minimum of worry and effort. 
A few minutes with a cultivator 
or spade at this season of the 
year will save hours later on. 

With both flowers and vege- 
tables, the best plan is to have 
the bed thoroughly cultivated or 
dug before any planting is done 
and the soil worked up to the 
finest possible tilth. In early 
spring this is soon done and par- 
ticularly before the seeds are 
sown and have started to sprout. 
After this thorough preparation 
it is a comparatively simple mat- 
ter to run over the whole plot 
or bed once a week with a light 
cultivator and this routine will 
keep the garden flourishing. 
THE NEW HOME 

There is a lot to be done when 
one moves into a brand new 
house but still it is possible to 
have a good garden and have it 
this season too. .Even those 
who rent and move every few 
years can also have an excellent 
garden. In these cases, of course, 
we rely on annual flowers rather 
than perennials which must get 
established. And it is amazing 
what can be done with annuals 
exclusively. We can get vines 
that will cover a porch in a 
matter of weeks, things like scar- 
let runner beans or the modern 
and vastly improved morning 
glories. Or we can use window 
boxes filled’ with trailing nas- 
turtiums, and semi-trailing pe- 
tunias, marigolds and zinnias. 

In the place of permanent 
shrubbery, we use big quick 
growing bushy annuals like cos- 

os, giant marigolds and zinnias, 
éipkinium, ornamental sunflow-~ 
er or tithonia.. Annual flowers, 
it should be renfembered, come 
in all shapes, colours and sizes. 
All these particulars are listed 
in any good Canadian seed cata- 
logue and a little study will give 
you almost anything to fi# your 
own special likes and location. 
MOST FROM A LITTLE 

One of the great advantages 
of gardening is its. adaptability. 
Unlike a lot of other recrea- 
tions it can be fitted to any 
individual requirements. Take 
size. So far as pleasure and in- 
terest are concerned it doesn’t 
make a great deal of difference 
whether we are gardening ten 
acres or ten square feet. We can 
even get a lot of fun out of a 
window box and many enthusi 
asts really do. If space is limited 
we simply make a more intens- 
ive garden. 

Of course, with only a small 
backyard to work in, we will 
not try and grow all the family 
needs in potatoes, pumpkins, or 
corn. These vegetables are a bit 
bulky.. But it is really amazing 
how many fine meals of beans, 
carrots, lettuce, beets, tomatoes 
and other compact growing vege- 
tables one can take from a few 
rows only a dozen feet long.

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Elevators Get Independent 


Pounding the pavements of 
New York, reporters meet up 
with all sorts of situations, news 
breaks, off-beat stories, human 
interest developments, and sur- 
prises. 

In this city of skyscraper popu- 
lation and vertical travel, this 
reporter ran into a particularly 
complex affair whereby an ele- 
vator “Was running him instead 
of being ruin. 

It was in the bright, shiny, and 
new Socony-Mobil Building—45 
stories high, and one of the larg- 
est office buildings to rise in 
New York City in a quarter of 
a century, I had business there 
and went into the lobby. 

From @en on it was an elec- 
tronic, push-button world, Here 
was a “bank” of 32 operatorless 
elevators silently arriving and 
taking off—unaided by human 
hand. They handle with ease 
8,000 workers plus thousands of 
visitors every day. There are 
only four lobby attendants where 
in the “old days” 50 or more 
operators and starters would be 
needed. 

How come these elevators 
know so much? William. H. 
Bruns, head of engineering re- 
search at the Otis Elevator Com~- 
pany, had the answers, mainly 
because he has been with this 
firm for over 30 years, and the 
firm is now celebrating its first 
century of business. 

We went aboard one of the 
$100,000 “cabs” and when it was 
correctly loaded, the electronic 
“brain” went to work and we 
took off. Passengers pressed their 
floors, doors opened at the right 
places and closed at the right 
time. It went up and down at 
the bidding of passengers, but 
properly operating with a super- 
jor sense of independence. 

The elevators through automa- 
tic dispatchers, clocks, and 20th~- 
century gadgets, adjust to peak 
loads of morning, noon, night, 
and the “coffee break.” They 
know about Saturdays, Sundays, 
and holidays and do not move 
until they are “told.” If the 
building empties or fills at an 
odd hour, they adjust for this-~ 
groups of elevators rush to the 
rescue of the burdened section. 
By the same token, unless they 
work, they quit.

He 
took me to the roof area of the 
building “to see the electronic 
brain in operation.” Here in an 
orderly panel-jungle of electron- 
ic equipment, the automatic traf- 
fic pattern control system was 
instantly Weighing each change 
in passenger load, Cowating the 
calls in both up and down diloe, 
tions, counting by-passes and 
stops, and even measuring time, 
writes Harry C. Kenney in The 
Christian Science Monitor. 


The supervisory control center 
panel constantly selected the 
proper pattern to meet the de- 
mands of the moment. It scan- 
ned, counted, measured, checked 
and corrected all the operations 
during a peak time when hun- 
dreds of passengers wanted in 
or out of the building. 


Both Otis and Westinghouse 
also supply elevators with an 
automatic voice. This is an audio 
system that transmits messages 
automatically to passengers. 

The voice can announce floor 
numbers, names of tenants, de- 
scribe merchandise in depart- 


ment stores, or dispense special, 


information in hotels or build- 
ings where transients compose @ 
large percentage of the passen- 
gers. Basically, the voice was 
designed to assist the passengers 
in normal operations and to re- 
assure and inform in the event 
of an emergency.- In addition, 
the elevators have intercommun~ 
ication with the starter. 

Various studies have shown 
that in New York City more pas- 
sengers are going up and down 
than sideways. And in talking 
with Mr. Bruns and Mr. Somers, 
interesting facets sparkled out. 
For instance, 35 to 40 new office 
buildings are sprouting about the 
city and they will have the lat- 
est in operatorless elevators and 
electric stairways. 

Right now there are 35,000 pas- 
senger elevators of all kinds in 
New York City. They rise and 
descend 130,000 miles every day, 
which is the equivalent of five 
times) around the globe. This 
mileage is enough to make a 
trip to the moon in two days. 


The Empire State and Chrysler: 


Buildings carry about 32,000,000 
passengers a year. And at the 
65-storied RCA Building, the 40 
elevators there have traveled a 
total of 6,650,000 miles in 25 
years. They average 266,000 
miles a year.

Car 009, an accident-battered 
Ford V-8, was one of eighteen 
garishly-painted stock cars that 
lined up in six rows of three for 
a sixteen-lap race at London's 
Harringay.

Gallows Cheating 


In the debate on the British 
Government’s Homicide Bill it 
was said that the intention was 
to make the law moré humane 
and to remove some of the grim 
trapping@which surround the 
death sentence and execution. | 

And what grim ceremonial 
there used to be — the prison- 
er’s thumbs tied before he stood 
to receive the judge’s sentence, 
the coffin travelling with him 
in his cart, and the church bell 


tolling for him on the way to - 


execution. 

Sometimes there were grim 
scenes before the actual exe- 
cution. In 1803 when John Ter- 
ry was hanged at York for the 
murder of an old woman, he 
tried to jump from the ladder 
leading up to the scaffold. He 
was grabbed in time but it took 
five men to get him up on the 
platform. He struggled so much 
that they could not pinion his 
arms. 

Just before he was about to 
be hanged, he managed to cheat 
death a little longer by clinging 
to one of the uprights of the 
gallows until forced to let go. 

It is said that Mahon, who 
was executed in 1924 for killing 
his sweetheart, also 1t.od to 
cheat death on the scaffold. Af- 
ter the hood and noose were ad- 
justed he tried to shuffle off the 
drop, but it fell before he was 
clear. 

A man who had better luck 
was young Lee who was due to 
be executed for murdering a 
woman at Babbacombe near the 
turn of the century. 

Three times he stood on the 
trap while Berry, the execu- 
tioner, pulled the lever, and 
three times the trap refused to 
drop open. After that the offi- 
cials intervened and young Lee 
was led away to await reprieve 
and the substitution of a sent- 
ence of life imprisonment.

THE FARM FRONT 


Disease often causes loss in 
the farm garden. Fortunately 
the vegetables grown are a di- 
verse group, from many diffier- 
ent plant families. Most diseases 
are specialized and attack only 
one vegetable or members of a 
related group such as cabbage, 
cauliflower and broccoli. For 
this reason it is unusual for a 
single disease to sweep through 
a whole gardtn, If such appears 
to be the case it is not likely the 
result of disease in the narrow 
sense but rather a soil or en- 
vironmental problem.

R. J. Ledingham of the Plant 
Pathology Laboratory, Canada 
Department of Agriculture, says 
good gardening practice is an 
important factor in achieving 
Satisfactory freedom from di- 
sease. This includes such things 
as maintenance of soil fertility, 
rotation of the garden plot, use 
of sound seed, planting at the 
proper time and eradication of 
weeds.

The treatment of garden seeds 
with a suitable fungicide has 
value in preventing seed rot, 
thus aiding in establishment of 
a good stand of plants. 

Spraying may be essential at 
times:to control or prevent some 
particular disease such as the 
early and late blight of tomatoes 
and celery.

Some of the soil-borne di- 
seases attack a number of unre- 
lated garden crops. Generally 
speaking, these non-specialized 
diseases are the most difficult to 
control. The sclerotinia disease 
of celery, beans, peas, carrots, 
parsnips and lettuce is an ex- 
ample. This fungus may cause 
damage in the garden but most 
commonly it causes storage rot 
of the root crops such as carrots 
and parsnips. Crop. sanitation 
and rotation are the best control

There are several virus di- 
seases of vegetables. Yellowing, 
mottling and plant deformity 
are common virus symptoms.

The older leaves become 
reddish or purple and from the 
carrot root, numerous fine root- 


lets grow out. Infected carrots 
are low in quality and unsuit- 
able for winter storage, “Ye)- 
lows” is spread by leafhoppers, 
“hence adequate contro) of these 
insects aids in control of the di- 
s@asc., 

The advice of a specialist is 
usually needed to Ciagnose spe- 
cific garden crop diseases and 
recommend measures for their 
control, But good gardening 
practices reduce the likelihood 
of serious diseases getting es 
tablished

One of the chief limiting fac- 
tors in the .successful produc- 
tion of currants and gooseber- 


ries in many parts of Canada is 
the Currant Fruit Fly. H. P. 
Richardson, Officer-in-Charge of 
the Entomology Field Station, 
says one pound of 50 per tent 
wettable DDT powder in .100 
gallons of water, sprayed thor- 
oughly on the bushes, will kill 
the adult files. Spraying should 
be done when 80 per cent of the 
fruit has set and again ten days 


-in trash or 


later. If DDT is applied at the 
proper time, these pests can be 
destroyed before they have a 
chance to lay their eggs.

These small, pale yellow flies 
with dark markings on their 
wings over-winter in the soil 
beneath currant and gooseberry 
bushes. They emerge from the 
soil just, before blossom time 
and the females lay eggs in the 
newly formed berries. Eggs 
Barina small white grubs 
whic e inside the berries. 
Their presence tan usually be 
detected by discoloured blotches 
on the sides of the fruit and 
many berries ripen prematurely 
and fall to the ground. Maggots 
leave the fruits soon after they 
drop to the ground and enter the 
soil to a depth of one or two 
inches where they develop and 
emerge as adults the following 
spring.

Effective control of the Straw- 
berry Root Weevil can be 
achieved through the use of the 
chemicals Aldrin or Chlordane. 
This can be done by applying 
the, chemicals as a dust to sail 
and roots before planting or as 
& spray to foliage before blos- 
soms open and again immedi- 
ately after harvest. 


These light-brown to black 
beetles cause a_ characteristic 
ragged appearance to the plant 
by chewing the edges of the 
leaves. The young weevils live 
in the soil and feed on and de- 
stroy the fibrous roots and tun- 
nel into the crowns of the plant.

Defoliation and a_ greyish 
blotching of. the leaves of rasp- 
berry plants are indications of 
Spider *Mite infestations. This 
pest can be controlled by thor- 
oughly spraying plants with Ov- 
otran or Aramite just after the 
raspberry leaves open and again 
just before blossoms begin to 
open. One pound of the 50 per 
cent wettable Ovotran powder 
in 100 gallons of water of 2 
pounds of Aramite, 15 per cent 
wettable powder in 100 gallons 
of water will give satisfactory 
control. 


Spider Mite adults overwinter 
other protected 
places and usually appear in the 
spring simultaneously with new 
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raspberry foliage. Eggs are laid 
on the undersides of the leaves 
on which they are feeding and 
all stages of Mite development 
may be present at one time. 
Four or five generations may be 
produced each year,

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Pin-up Girl of Ninety Years Ago 


These days, when the sight of 
bikini-clad pin-up girls is taken 
for granted, Adah Isaacs Men- 
ken wouldn't attract much at- 
tention. But ninety years ago, 
when she first descended on 
London in the sensational role 
of Mazeppa, she was a riot. 

Not that this young American 
was a great actress. But the fact 
that she appeared on the stage 
im a costume that fully display- 


‘ed her ample curves, while 


strapped to the back of a gal- 

loping horse, was sufficient to 

bring the Victorians along in 

— to see such a novel spec- 
e. 


She was clad from neck to 
ankles in silk tights, but as these 
accentuated her physical beauty 
and were artfully flesh-c@lour- 
ed, it needed little imagination 
by the audience to make it ap- 
pear that, like Lady Godiva, she 
wasn't wearing a stitch! 


They called her “The Naked 
Lady” and the play ran at Ast- 
ley’s Amphitheatre in Westmin- 
ter Bridge Road for month af- 
ter month, afterwards enjoying 
long runs in Paris, Vienna and 
New York. 


Adah wasn’t paid a_ salary. 
She was on a percentage of the 
But as she averaged 
$1000 a week in the days when 
a first-class actress was content 
with a tenth of that sum it 

ves the extent of her draw-~ 
g-power. 


Of course, the prudes of the 
period raised their hands in hor- 
ror. Adah was declared wanton, 
brazen and depraved and few 
could find a good word for her. 
Yet the box-office continued to 
do brisk business and Miss Men- 
ken mixed with such celebrities 
as Charles Dickens, who ac- 
cepted the dedication of a book 
of poems by her, and the poet 
Swinburne. 


Everyone had to agree that 
Aadah’s horsemanship required 
plenty of nerve. She had to ride 
up a narrow runway to reach 
the painted mountain tops,-with 
mo means of guiding the horse 
to which she was strapped. 

There were a number of mis- 
haps. Once the horse took fright 
and plunged off the stage carry- 
ing Adah with it, 

Towards the end of her career 
her- skin carried many scars as 
souvenirs of such accidents, 
while her death at the early age 
of thirty-three was attributed to 
internal injuries received while 
making her famous ride. 

Little is known about her 
parentage or her childhood in 
New Orleans. But in 1856, when 
ahe was twenty -one and a 
#mall-part actress, she married a 
Jewish musician by the name 
of Alexander Isaac Menken. 

It didn’t last long. Adah was 
the roving type and three years 
later she turned up in New 
York without her husband, 
whom she never saw again, 
mtyling herself Adah Isaacs 
Menken and eager to get to the 
top of her profession. 

Then she fell in love for per- 
haps the first and only time in 
her tempestuous life. 

The man who stole her heart 
was none other than John C. 
Heenan, a handsome _ bare- 
knuckle fighter who claimed 
the heavyweight championship 
of America. 

He weighed 196 pounds, stood 
@ ft. 2 in., and had the physique 
of a Greek god. Adah’s pretty 
fate and curvaceous figure 
caught his eyes and, after a 
whirlwind* courtship, they were 
married, not bothering to as- 
eertain whether. or not she was 
legally rid of Alexander. 

Disillusionment came swiftly. 
Heenan, whose sole means of 
existence came from infrequent 
aparring exhibitions and being

For a time he did so, then she 
discovered that he was cruel, un- 
faithful, a drunkard and gam- 
bler. Inside a year she was seek- 
ing-means to escape from him, 
then out of ‘the blue came a 
London offer for her husband:to) 
meet Tom Sayers, champion of! 
England, for the world crown. 


Heenan didn’t bother to ask 
Adah’s opinion. He was off 
without even saying good-bye. 

The fight with Sayers, the 
first international Prize Ring 
battle, was the sensation of the 
day. It caught the imagination 
of the sporting public like noth- 
ing before, and the trains that 
left London Bridge at four in 
the morning to take them to an 
unknown destination, were fill- 
ed with excited fans of all 
classes. . 

The secret site for the battle 
was a field outside Farnborough, 
in Hampshire, and here Heenan 
and Sayers fought one of the 
greatest fights in the history of 
pugilism. 

It went forty-two rounds and 
lasted two hours twenty min- 
utes, by which time the English 
champion had broken his right 
erm, the American was almost 
blind, and the police had ar- 
rived to arrest the combatants. 
Wisely the referee called it a 
“draw” and everyone bolted. 

Naturally, both men- claimed 
to have been in a winning posi- 
tion when the fight was termin- 
ated so abruptly and, when he 
got back to New York, Heenan 
found himself. a national hero. 

Adah had been doing pretty 
well herself and she cashed in 
on Heenan’s popularity by add- 
ing his surname to her own and 
being billed as “Adah Isaacs 
Menken Heenan.” It had the 
effect of getting her a series of 
vaudeville engagements and, in- 
cidentali the publicity that se- 
cured her the part of Mazenna. 

When the play opened in Al- 
bany in June, 1861, she was an 
instantaneous success. Nothing 
like it had ever before been seen 
on the American stage. It ran 
for over a year, then she made 
a triumphant tour of the States 
that lasted twenty months. 

Meanwhile, she had divorced 
Heenan and married a journal- 
ist named Robert Newell. He was 


kind, lovable and devoted — but 


had no power over the restless 
Adah. While he remained in 
New York, she was here, there 
and everywhere, finally leaving 
him to come to London for the 
staging of her famous play at 
Astley’s. 

On the boat that brought her 
to this country she met a fel- 
low-countryman, James Paul 
Barkley, who fell desperately in 
love with her and begged her to 
get free from Néwell. 

His persistency, and her hus- 
band’s eventual but reluctant 
acquiescence, resulted in her 
fourth marriage. 

It lasted two days, after which 
she told him that he was not fit 
to live with and, even if he 
were, a career was preferable 
to married life. 

Before long, hearing of his 
former wife’s wonderful  suc- 
cess, who should turn up but 
Heenan. Adah was a big star 
now and making a fortune. 
John C. craved her forgiveness 
and implored her to remarry 


him. 
When news of her sudden 
death in Paris startled the 


world, none of her four hus- 
bands, or any Of her innumer- 
able lovers, could be bothered 
to make .arrangements for her 
funeral, A few friends had her 
remains interred in Montpar- 


nasse Cemetery and erected an 
engraved plinth over her grave.

London — Christianity, after 
nearly 2,000 years in business, is 
reaching far fewer people in 
Britain than commercial tele- 
vision, with one year of opera- 


‘ton under its belt. 


Last Sunday 1,750,000 people, 
or nine per cent of those in his 
diocese who have been baptized 
in the Church of England, at- 
tended services in churches pre- 
sided over by the Archbishop of 
Canterbury. The remaining 91 
per cent stayed home, many to 
watch such commercial TV 
shows as “Armchair Theatre”” 
and “At the London Palladium.” 

This is one of the startling 
conclusions to be drawn from a 
Gallop poll on religious beliefs 
and practices in Britain. It shows 
that in contrast to America, 
where a religious revival is in 
full tilt, church-going in Britain 
has hit an all-time slump. 

They are borne out by ifde- 
pendent interviews with church 
leaders and laymen. 

The one exception to the 
slump is the Roman Catholic 
Church, which with over 3,000,- 
000 members in England and 
Wales, is more than holding its 
own. . 

An American visitor worship- 
ping in one of Britain’s half- 
empty churches might conclude 
gone pagan. 
Such, however, is not the case. 

Only six percent, or one in 17, 
of those interviewed in the poll 
regarded themselves as atheists. 
The overwhelming majority (78 
per cent) believed either In a 
personal God or -God as a life 
force, while 54 pe? cent affirmed 
their faith in a life after death. 

What, then, is wrong with 
British churches that they at- 


“tract so few worshippers? 


Dr. Donald Soper, fiery pastor 
of London's largest Methodist 
Church at Kingsway Hall, be- 
lieves the British church-going 
habit was destroyed by World 
War I. 

“Fifty years ago our congre- 
gations had a sense of guilt, 
based on fear. Today, they have 
a sense of doubt,” he says. 

Dr. Soper, who holds an open 
air meeting in Hyde Park every 
Sunday, claims that “hell-fire” 
preaching no longer has any 
effect on Britons, but that no 
substitute has been found. 

Evangelist Billy Graham may 
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be packing ’em in with old-fash- 
ioned reviyal meetings in New 
York, but more than three out 
of four Britons no longer ac- 
cept the Bible as Gospel, ac- 


’ cording to the poll; Only 11 per- 


cent of those polled regard ac- 
ceptance of the ‘New Testament 
as the hallmark of a Christian. 


As for chureh attendance, 
fully 85 per cent-of those poli: 
ed beieve that a Christian need 
not go to church, but can wor- 
ship God as well at home, pre- 
sumably, or even on the golf 
links. 

If a pint of beer were waiting 
for him at church, it might be 
different, Bernie Nielson, a 39- 
year-old bricklayer jokingly ad- 
mits. 

Nielson who plans to send his 
three-month-old son to Sunday 
school when he is old enough, 
adds, “If I could go to church as 
I am in an open-necked shirt 
without being looked at I might 
give it a try.” 

Mike Nolan, an 18-year-old 
shop assistant in Northwest 
London, says, “I went’to see 
Billy Graham when he was here 
and enjoyed it. He put a lot of 
life into it. I wouldn't mind 
going to church if he was there 
because he is a showman,” 

A 28-year-old woman psye 
chologist with whom I talked 
complained that church-going is 
too passive. “After service is 
over,” she explains, “you shake 
hands with the vicar, talk about 
the weather and how nice the 
daffodils are doing. But you 
haven’t done anything yourself.” 

In desperation, ministers are 
resorting to showmanship tac- 
tics iff an effort to stem the 
flow away from the churches.

Of course, there are as many 
farm problems as there are 
farms, but the basic difficulty— 
and wartime exceptions only hid 
it — has been surpluses, While 
10,000,000 people have left the 
farms in three decades, improved 
seeds, fertilizers, machines, and 
methods have kept “production 
far ahead of consumption, . 

With law after law Congress 
has sought to halt or retard this 
tremendous gain in national effi- 
ciency. By curbing acreage or 
artificially supporting crop prices 
it has tried to prevent a reduction 
in the number of farmers — one 
basic way to reduce the farm 
problem. The latest was the 
soil-bank plan adopted last year. 
And mow the House of Repre- 
sentatives has cut off funds for

Like seeds of other native 
plants, including grasses, those 
of the bluebonnet may He dor- 
mant for a long time. ‘They come 
up in the fall; through the win- 
ter the little plants grow only 
slightly; then in the spring, if 
it raihs, they burgeon. If the 
ground hks no moisture in the 
fall, not many seeds sprout; they 
reserve themselves. If the fol- 
lowing fall is seasonable, they 
will, in a bluebonnet area, come 
up “as thick as blossoms in par- 
adise.” 

S. S. Bundy, an observant 
rancher in the hill country, told 
me that when about the time of 
World War I, he began raising 
goats and sheep on his ranch— 
which had been stocked mostly 
with cattle—bluebonnets were 
plentiful. Before long they be- 
came scarce, and then disap- 
peared entirely. For eight or ten 
years he had not seen a flower 
on the ranch—until he fenced 
off about sixty acres for a deer 
park. The spring after he fenced 
sheep and goats out of this plot, 
several bluebonnet plants bloom- 
ed there, and then propagated 
themselves. Some seeds had 
probably come up each year, the 
plants always eaten down before 
they could bloom. But over all 
those years a few seeds had kept 
themselves in reserve. — From

In pioneer days the centre of 
community life could be found 
in the church, the school and 
the tavern, Its chief industry, 
the grist and sawmills. Its shop- 
ping centre a small general 
store.

In most places 
water-wheel grist and sawmills 
have been replaced by indus- 
trial plants and high-powered 
feed and planing mills; the ta- 
vern where the © stage-coach 
changed horses has disappeared 
and we now have motels and 
restaurants. ‘The schools have 
gone modern — buses provide 
transportation for the pupils. 
But the centre of the commun- 
ity, especially where the histori- 
eal past is respected and. treas- 
ured, remains in the church op 


churches of the neighbourhood, 
whatever their denomination. 


Each has its own congregation, 
its creed and-doctrine but col- 
lectively the church remains the 
centre of the community. 


Ever since we came to. Ontario 
I have loved the little Anglican 
Church sitting high upon a hill 
overlooking the Valley of the 
Credit. I always wanted to go 
inside the church but never did. 
Last Sunday I. finally, had that 
privilege and found the chureh 
and service lived up to all my 
hopeful expectations. The his- 
tory of the church goes back to 
1825 when an Anglican congre- 
gation at the Credit was estab- 
lished by General Peter Adam- 
son and other prominent settlers 
who were instrumental in hav- 
ing a frame’ church built near 
the village of “Springfield”. An 
Irish clergyman by the name of 
James Magrath was the first 
rector, He and the General 
worked together in perfect har- 
mony for a number of years and 
then a feud began over a divi-° 
sion of property which resulted 
in the General withdrawing from 
St. Peter’s and buying Mac- 
Nabb’s Mills at. Norval. How- 
ever, at his death he was buried 
in the Anglican Churchyard at 
Erindale, as was the Reverend 
Mr. Magrath. The present church 
was built in 1387 and is known 
for miles 


around. It. is a very 
lovely little church with parti- 
cularly fine stained glass win- 
dows. There is an excellent choir 
and quite obviously a very ac- 
tive congregation, In fact there 
was a much bigger congregation 


last Sunday morning than I have 


seen jn many larger churches, 
The service was mostly choral— 

which pleaséd me—and there 
was 4 processional and reces 

sional hymn, which I also liked. 
The sermon was well delivered 
and gave one food for thought. 


Strangely enough, although it 
was the first service I had at- 
tended at this church I felt very 
much at home. Why, I don’t ex- 
actly know.

Airport Official Saw Saucer Land 


One of the unsolved mysteries 
ef today is that of the Flying 
@aucers, Are they real, and, if

@pace? Or are they optical illu- 


foerins the outcome of distorted 
tion? 


Much of the evidence comes 
from the most reliable sources 
and scientists have béen quite 
anable to explain it away,

At about 12.50 p.m. on Octo- 
ber 17th, 1952, M. Prigent, head- 
master of the school at Oloron 
fn S.W. France, saw.a_ fleccy 
eloud of curious shape floating 
along away to the north. Above 
#t was a long narrow cylinder, 
apparently tilted at an angle of 
forty-five degrees, slowly head- 
ing south-west, at an estimated 
height of 6,500 to 10,000 feet. 


Puffs of white smoke issued 
from its top side. Some distance 
ghead about thirty other objects 
were travelling on the same 
@Ourse ~~ shapeless smoke balls 
fo the naked: eye, but field- 
glasses revealed a red ball in the 
eentre encircled by a yellowish 
ring at an angle to it. 

These “saucers” were travel- 
ling in pairs in short, swift zig- 
gags. When two moved apart 
they seemed to be connected by 
a whitish trail like an electric 
arc. 

All left long trails* which dis- 
intergrated and drifted slowly 
groundwards. For many hours 
afterwards trees, telephone wires 
end roofs were festooned with 
the remains. These threads re- 
gembled wool or nylon. Rolled 
@p, they quickly became gelatin- 
@us, then vaporized and vanish- 
ed. 
A number of witnesses collect- 
ed specimens and saw this hap- 

. The secondary scheol gym 
Sather picked up a substantial 
ekein on the sports ground and 
the school staff were very ex- 
eited, especially when they found 
that if the threads were lighted 
they flared up like Cellophane.

He watched the 
vaporization of one thread, about 
forty feet long, which had been 
twined round a stick. 


Many others in the neighbour- 
hood, including the village 
mayor, saw the flying objects 
and the threads. What is. the 
explanation? There is none, M. 
Aime Michel says in “The Truth 
About Flying Saucers” It re- 
mains a mystery. 

He rejects a theory that these 
were “Threads of the Virgin’— 
huge spiders’ webs spread by the 
wind over the countryside, for 


he has never heard of them dis-. 


integrating like that. 

And here i e strange sequel: 
Ten days latér the whole pheno- 
menon was repeated over Gaillac 
in the same region, where at least 
a hundred residents, including 
two gendarme N.C.O.’s witness- 
ed it. 


Here the pairs of saucers 
occasionally came down lower to 
about 1,000 to 1,300 feet, and'the 
observers likened the threads to 
glass wool. But neither here nor 
at Oloron did anyone try to iso- 


_jate them in a sealed cloche or. 


keep any of the gas for analysis. 


Other “saucers” were sighted 
in France during that October, 
the most astonishing at Marig- 
nane airport, where M. Gachig- 
nard, a customs officer, reported 
that he saw a machine land, park 
for a moment, then fly off 
again. 

All who have spoken to him, 
M. Michel says, are convinced of 
his good faith; Michel believes 
that the evidence is probably 
true, in which case no one on 
earth has ever been so close to 
a flying saucer. 

M. Jean Latappy, the book’s 
jllustrator, who gave him a 
searching cross - examination, 
states: “Gachignard struck me as 
being a-‘simple, honest man, uni- 
maginative, interested solely. in 
his family and routine duties, 
and yet obstinate, scrupulous, 
ready to revise his own state- 
ments to make his meaning 
clearer and always refusing to 
use words he did not under- 
stand.” , 

This was his testimony: Just 
after 2.30 a.m., when the Nice- 
Paris mail took off to schedule, 
he sat on a bench outside the 
hangar to eat a snack of bread 
and cheese. Suddenly he saw on 
his left a. small light, not very 
bright, which seemed to be fly- 
ing towards him, following the 
runway, at the speed of a jet 
coming in to land — about 155 
miles an hour. Its course was 
absolutely straight. 

Soon it pated in front of him, 
and he realized that it was some- 
thing actually flying. Without 
slowing down, it stopped dead 
about 100 yards to his right, and 
as it settled on the criss-cross of 
the runway he heard a dull, 
muffled sound like something 
being slapped flat on the ground. 


Until then there hac been no 
noise as it came in. : 


He knew it couldn’t be a ‘plane 
as it hadn't reduced speed or. 
taxied; only fifteen to twenty 
seconds had passed since it first 
appeared. He rose and walked 
towards it, taking about thirty 
seconds to get half-way, and dis- 


covered that the light was part 


of a more substantial object 
darker than its surroundings, 
about three and a half feet high 
and ten feet long, shaped like a 
Rugby football with very taper-* 
ed pointed ends. He couldn't see 
if it had wheels. 


The light came from four win- 
dows set in a curved line follow- 
ing the upper curve of the 
“cigar.” It was neither steady 
nor bright, but flickering, ghost- 
ly, soft almost milky at times. 

Suddenly, when he was not 
more than fifty yards off, he 
saw a stream of tiny white 
glowing sparks shoot under him 
from below the rear end, and 
the cigar took off so violently 
that he lost his nerve and took 
five or six steps back. 


“IT wondered what was going 
to happen, and if the machine 
would burst into flames or run 
over me. I honestly believed I 
was in danger.” he told M. Lat- 
appy, with a look of frozen ter- 
ror. 


There was a slight noise like a 
squib exploding at the take-off, 
but no air stream, no blast, no 
preliminary downward tilt. In 
two or three seconds it vanish- 
ed, at terrific speed, in the op- 
posite direction to that from 
which it had come. 


One moment it was stationary, 
the next travelling like lightning, 


_with a stream of fiery particles 


gushing from the rear. 


He at once looked round for 
arryone who might have seen it, 
too, but was alone on the run- 
way. He returned to the hangar, 
where everyone was asleep, for 
at this early hour traffic was at 
a standstill. 


Eventually heron into an Air 
France policeman, M. Duwgaernin, 
who exclaimed: “You look like 
death!” 


He told his story, they rang up 
the control tower, but no one had 
seen anything, evidently because 
the machine had kept too low, 
below the level of the tower. 


M. Michel «says Gachignard 
had a reputation for being steady, 
solid, reliable, essentially a 
realist. He couldn’t have dream- 
ed it all because he was eating 
at the time. It is hardly likely 
that it was an hallucination, for 
it squares in every detail with 
the story of the great U.S. as- 
tronomer, Prof. Tombaugh of 
New Mexico, who also saw a 
“cigar“ with similar windows 
flying at fantastic speeds in 
complete silence. 

But Gachignard alone saw the 
object at rest and the shower of 
sparks, and heard faint sounds 
when it touched down and took 
off. 

“If ever the day comes when 


it is established that flying 
saucers exist, and come from an- 
other world,” Michel adds, 


“Gachignard’s ‘vision’ may well 
be one of the great moments in 
human history.” 

In this engrossing book he 
gives the -most comprehensive 
account so far of reported sight- 
ings in. America, Europe and 
Africa, sifts the evidence, and 
emphasizes the need for further 
scientific inquiry. It will fascin- 
ate all interested in space prob- 
lems.

his dangers. Together they join- 
ed a newly formed group, which 
was about to launch a news 
bureau. 

Every morning the group for 
which she and her husband 
worked in secret, issued a news 


‘bulletin to the sabotage and 


military groups, to the Swedish 
radio and to the’ BBC’s Danish 
programme, on ‘which they had 
the satisfaction of hearing their 


reports each evening. News about’ 


German. military concentrations 
was also relayed to the Allies, 
and a number of British airmen 
and resistance workers were 
smuggled over the border into 
neutral Sweden on the first stage 
of the way home, 

For the first year or so, the 
young Ebbesens carried out these 
highly dangerous activities from 
their own flat, without arousing 


‘suspicion, Then one day a huge 


military car full of German 
troops pulled up outside the 
house. As the soldiers stormed 
noisily up the stairs, Oda crept 
through a window and took re- 
fuge with a neighbour, while her 
husband jumped out of a back 
window into the street below. 


From then on they had to live 
where they could — a total of 
thirty-two different addresses 
before the war ended. During 
the persecution of the Jews in 
the autumn of 1943, their main 
work was transporting these un- 
fortunate people out of Denmark 
into Sweden. Oda also became at 
one time a member of a group 
collecting and recording infor« 
mation about the Danish ‘cola« 
borators — evidence which was 
used to bring them to justice at 
the end of the war. 


But the most terrible day of all 
was October 14th, 1944, when 


. 


the whole group was arrested. . 


Oda was questioned over and 
over again with the others, but 
she “played stupid” and the Ger- 
mans, convinced that such a silly 
little woman could not possibly 
have the courage to be a resis- 
tance wonjger, let her go, 

In fact, she emerged .from 
her questionings at German 
headquarters with some quite 
useful information obtained from 
the enemy ~- while they got 
nothing whatever from her. 

With her husband in prison, 
Oda set about finding a method 
of establishing contact with him. 
On one occasion she talked a 
German police officer into tak- 
ing some fruit to him — and hid 
some vital information about one 
of his fellow resistance workers, 
who had escaped from prison, in~ 
side the apple core At this point, 
Oda took a job ag secretary to 
the military leader of the re« 
sistance movement in South Jut- 
land. She worked with codes and 
issued hundreds of false iden- 
tity cards and travelled as a 
courier all over the country. 

Peace has returned to Den- 
mark but Oda Ebbesen still re- 
members listening every day to 
the BBC — “particularly to the 
speeches of Winston Churchill, 
which gave us courage to carry 
on.” Nor will she forget the first 
time she fired a pistol. “I did 
not like it at all,” she says, with 
a shudder. 

But it’s because Oda Ebbesen 
and thousands of womenn like 
her do not mean to go through 
the nightmare of enemy occu- 
pation again, that they give up 
their spare time to the Lotte- 
corps, whose motto is a simple 
one, “Serve Your Country.”

To keep open-face or unwrap: 
ped sandwiches moist, cover with 
moisture-proof material. Refri- 
gerate. Do not cover with a 
damp cloth. 

Carefully made sandwiches 
may be stored for 12 to 24 hours 
at temperatures under 50° F. 
Spread a coating of soft butter, 
peanut butter or cheese. spread 
to edges of bread slices to avoid 
the picking-up of moisture from 
galad-type fillings. Use these 
eoatings, too, with honey, jelly 
or preserves. 


Before starting to prepare 
sandwiches, make fillings and 
garnishes; refrigerate them if 
necessary. To speed up the mak- 
ing of more than 6 sandwiches, 
line up matching bread slices in 
pairs on a work surface for easy 
cutting and wrapping.

High dry matter content, pre- 
ferred in table stock because of 
its association with mealiness, 
is essential to high yields of oil- 
free chips. In addition, frying” 
of the thin potato slice must yield 
a crisp. well-flavoured morsel 
which is free of objectionable 
brown colour or scorched taste.

It is this latter requirement, 
freedom from browning when 
fried, that appears to be the 
chief problem in the successful 
production of chipping potatoes. 
Desirable shape, tuber size, eye 
depth and to sorne extent at least, 
dry matter content may be ob- 
tained by selection of the cor- 
rect variety. Browning when 
fried, on the other hand, is re- 
lated to the chemical] balance, in 
the tuber itself, of sugars and 
certain nitrogen compounds.

Chilling of the tubers to tem- 
peratures below 40 degrees F., 
in the field or in.storage, may 
cause an irreversible build-up 
of sugars which makes the tuber 
unsuitable for chip production, 
Tubers stored below 47 degrees

able time at 70 degrees F., be- 
fore frying they will make sat- 
isfactory chips.

Work at the Kentville Experi- 
mental Farm indicates an unde- 
sirable effect of excess nitrogen 
and potash in the plant on the 
chipping quality of the tuber.

Whether applications of 
fertilizers to. the foliage of 
canning crops restuls in in- 


creased yields has been studied 
at the Horticultural Sub- 
station, Smithfield, reports H. B, 
Heeney, Central Experimental 
Farm, Ottawa. In the study the 
crops were sprayed with two 
materials, either alone or in com- 
bination with soil fertilizer ap- 
plicaMions, on a soil considered 
to be slightly above average in 
fertility level.

Results with the tomato crop 

indicated that any benefietal ef- 


fects due to the sprays were 
confined to the yield of ripe fruit 
before ‘September 5. While two 


sprays of 5-10-5 at 1% gallons 
per acre two weeks after trans- 
planting and at last cultivation 
increased average early yields 
over a three-year period, this 
increase was only significant 
when the normal soil application 
of fertilizer was not applied. 
Only in 1955, a year of very high 
temperatures and drought con- 
ditions, did the sprays appear te 
increase early yields over those 
obtained with normal soil appli- 
cations of fertilizer.

Canning corn results were 
quite similar to the tomato re- 
sults. Two sprays of a 5-10-5 at 
1% gallons per acre when the 
plants were 6-8 inches high and 
again when 16-18 inches high 
resulted in an average: 13 per 
cent increase in marketable yield. 
This increased yield was signi- 
ficantly greater than normal soil 
application only in 1955 as was 
noted with the tomato result.

It seems apparent that yields 
of tomatoes and corn can be in- 
creased by applying fertilizers 
to the foliage during the growing 
season, but that yields resulting 
from these treatments are not

ditions resulting from drought, 
low temperatures, etc. Results 
to date do not warrant recom-

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Rubbish Dump 
Worth a Fortune 


We all hope and dream that 
one day we shall “strike it rich.”

Merionethshire, North Wales, are 
doing more than hope and 
dream about it — they spend 
every weekend prospecting for 
gold. 

They are confident that a rich 
seam of gold-bearing quartz ex- 
tends for at least twelve miles 
through the hills of North 
Merionethshire. They know that 
gold’ has been dug from “them 
thar hills’ for centuries and 
they hope to “strike it rich” be- 
fore the end of this year. 

Near one of the old mines — 
on the Clogau mountain, behind 
the village of Bontddu — these 
weekend miners have already 
found samples of gold. They 
are digging where nobody has 
ever dug -before and not far 
from the place where gold for 
the wedding rings of the Queen 
and the Duchess of Kent was 
mined. 

An amazing thing happened 
at the Clogau mine after the 
gold there was thought to have 
been completely worked out last 
century. For nine years the deb- 
ris from the workings was al- 
lowed to lie disregarded. 

Then someone discovered that 
what was thought to be rubbish 
was actually a heap of gold ore. 
Within a short time the area 
resembled a miniature Klon- 
dyke. More than $180,000 worth 
of gold was cleared. 

These Welsh gold-miners of 
to-day are using modern drill- 
ing and pumping equipment. If 
they are successful it is likely 
that efforts may be made to get 
a number of Wales’s ancient 
gold-mines restored.

Here is an item of news that 
should be of interest to anyone 
living in an area where a new 
hospital is under construction. 
Last Saturday I went to the 
cornerstone’ ceremony of the 
South-Peel Hospital just two 
miles from our new home. I 
went because up to that time 
I hadn’t been able to get any 
factual information about the 
hospital at all. Now I at least 
know a few of the details. For 
instance I discovered it is to be 
a 125-bed hospital with possible 
expansion to 250 beds if and 
when that becomes necessary. 
The first meeting called to con- 
sider the building of a hospital 
was held as far back as March, 
1953. Committees were set up 
and the work of planning and 
development begun. As a re- 
sult -structural progress is now 
underway and completion of the 
hospital is expected in January 
1958.

stand the apathetic attitude so 
many people take in regard to 
the building of a hospital in their 
own district. You would think 
it didn’t affect them at all. And 
yet there is hardly a person who 
hasn't been, or probably will be, 
a patient in a local -hospital. 
Small towns and districts are 
rapidly becoming -bigger towns 
and bigger districts and the 
faster they grow the more ur- 
gently hospital facilities are 
likely to be needed. 


South-Peel, for instance, serves 
a populated area of 65,000 peo- 
ple. On the basis of population 
one wonders how a 125-}ed hos- 
pital could possibly be large 
enough to accommodate those in 
need of nursing and_ surgical 
care — especially when the av- 
erage life expectancy is being 
prolonged. 


In that regard last week I 
heard quite a lot about older 
people and their care as I sat in 
on some of the sessions at the 
“First Ontario Conference on 
Aging” held at the University of 
Toronto. The conference was 
well attended. Most people are 
becoming conscious of the fact 
that problems connectéd with 
aging citizens have to be faced. 
One of the speakers I heard was 
Dr. E. L. Bortz from Philadel- 
phia who got most of his points 
over in a humorous but convinc- 
ing manner. He said we need to 
change our way of thinking; 
that too many people allow their 
minds to dwell too much on the 
that people 
eat twice as much as they should, 
do not get enough exercise, be- 
come over-weight,* and over- 
weight causes blood vessels -to 
break down. By adequate exer- 
cise, correct diet, proper elimin. 
ation, nerves, muscles and circu- 
lation are kept in a healthy con- 
dition. If more‘of us lived as 
diabetics live -—- that is, in re- 
gard to diet — avoiding over- 
weight, then we might dodge 
many of the illnesses that so 
often beset people in their later 
years. With proper living life 
might be extended to 120 years. 
“However,” said Dr. .Bortz, “life 
isn’t a matter. of quantity but 
of quality.” 


Dr. Barbara Shenfield, Lon 
don, England, stressed the im- 
portance of making older peo- 
ple fee] wanted — a part of the 
community, with confidence and 
an interest in life. It was all 
very interesting — to the young 
with aging parents; to the old, 
comforted by the fact that aging 
is getting some attention; and 
to the middle-aged, because fore- 
warned is fore.armed, How to 
meet old age is more practical 
than trying to forestall it —-and 
not nearly so pathetic 
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Canadian Woman 
Saves Babies From > 
Living Death 


Heroism is a diamond with 
many facets. And I have known 
many “diamonds” — people who, 
at one time or another in their 
lives, _have performed heroic 
acts. 

In the Bolivian Andes I saw a 
white man face up to a drug- 
crazed crowd of Aymara Indians 
with nothing more than a riding 
crop in his hand. In the Gulf of 
Mexico I watched a chap dive 
overboard to rescue his pet pup 
that was being circled by a tiger 
shark. The dog was saved, the 
man lived but lost a leg. 


And during a South American 
revolution, from an_ upstairs 
window I once watched a. cour- 
ageous young army lieutenant 
hold the presidential palace for 
three hours, his machine-gun 
burning his hands, while the 
president and his family escaped |" 
through a back door. 


These are just a few of the 
acts of heroism that I have wit- 
nessed. But there is, I am con- 
vinced, a truer type of bravery; 
the kind that makes a man or a 
woman face up to danger and 
horror, not once in a while, but 
every day for years on end. 

That particular kind of cour- 
age is personified in a frail 
Canadian woman called Helen 
Mackenzie. 


When she was a young gir] in 
Western Canada, Helen dreamed 
of the day when she would marry 
and raise a family. The neigh- 
bours knew they could always 
count on her for a stint of baby- 
sitting. The girl’s love for little 
ones, her natural ability-to pacify 
and handle them, was well 
known, and if Helen had fewer 
dates than most of her girl 
friends, it was only because most 
evenings found her busily en- 
gaged in child care. 

In the passing of years Helen’s 
urge to befriend babies and chil- 


dren did not lessen, and after” 


she graduated as a nurse she 
joined a world wide evangelical 
organization and asked to be sent 
where‘She could apply her talent 
to child welfare. 


“Would you consider,” she was 
asked, “West Africa, Portuguese 
Guinea, where fifteen per cent. 
@f the Negro population suffers 
from leprosy and where the 
summers are long, ‘horribly hot 
and humid?” 

Her answer was: “Where is 
my ticket and when do I leave?” 


On arrival at Bissau, Helen was 
informed that the Colonial 
Portuguese Government had just 
given its consent for the mission 
to care for the babies of leprous 
parents. Would she take over? 


Helen did so: 


Children of leprous parents 
are born healthy and do not 
catch the disease unless they 
live in close proximity to the 
sufferers. But the Negro lepers, 
both through the influence of 
their witch-doctors and because 
of their reluctance to believe in 
white men, were loath to part 
with their babies, and couldn’t 
understand that mothers who 
kept their tittle ones at their 
sides were passing the “living 
death” on to them. 
Helen had the dual 
visiting remote jungle villages 
and. trying to convince sullen, 
antagonistic parents that they 
should give up their new-born 
children, and caring for those 


task of 


babies that were handed over to 
her. 

Often she was threatened, [fre- 
quently she was refused admis- 
sion to a village, and the price 


she paid for success was poor 
food, sleeping on \Nce ~- infested 
straw mats or the bare, damp 
ground, writes J. Mortimer Shep- 
pard in “Tut-Bits.” 

Usually she travelled alone in 
a small car, but this transporta- 
tion was only good for limited 
distances; the dirt roads, deep in 
summer dust or winter mud, did 
not extend far, although the vil- 
lage or isolated shack that she 
was seeking might be scores of 
miles away in the interior brush 
country. 


Sometimes Helen rode a bl- 
cycle; at others she walked, and 
the babies that she brought bach 
to the mission with her were us- 
ually delivered by the valiant 
nurse as well. She had to use tha 
skill of a diplomat together with 
the knowledge of an obstetrician 
and the courage of an explorer. 


Babies born of lepers, while 
free from leprosy if taken at 
once, are almost invariably 
weaklings and require expert 
feeding and medical attention. 
Some of these babies died, des« 
pite every effort to save them, 
and village headmen and witch- 
doctors were quick to blame 
Nurse Mackenzie, and claim that 
the white woman had murdered 
the child. 


Cannibalism is. still practised 
in parts of the West African 
Guineas, although the Portu~ 
guese have done all possible "te 
eliminate this horrible custom, 
And some of the natives were 
quick to claim that Nurse Mae- 
kenzie and her mission associates 
stole newly-born Negro babies 
in order to eat them. 


-It is almost impossible to be- 
lieve, much less understand, how 
this great - hearted Canadian 
woman could ‘carry on against 
such odds. Yet she did, and still 
does. When I visited the mis- 
sion, there were fourteen little 
ones, some of them well inte 
their third year, and more sche- 
duled to make their appearance 
in the coming weeks and months, 


Helen had to obtain, through 
her own private “grapevine,” 
advance notice of a baby’s com- 
ing, so that she could endea- 
vour to persuade the expectant 
mother to give up her child, ar- 
range to be on hand for the ar- 
rival, deliver it and remove it 


from the family danger zone’ 


within a matter of hours at the 
most. 


Somé of the more intelligent 
Negroes could be convinced with- 
out too much difficulty of the 
need to part from their chil- 
dren» Others would refuse flat- 
ly, and no amount of sound ar- 
gument could influence them. 
Portuguese district officers would 
give Helen a hand when they 
could, and tried to make it clear 
to the natives that this woman 
was not to be harmed. But the 
fearless nurse has often entered 
jungle regions where even the 
police hesitated to probe, or rare- 
ly did so. 

While Helen Mackenzie’s first 
concern is the saving of babies, 
she has also become very knowl- 
edgeable in the treatment of 
leprosy. When making the 
rounds of Negro villages, she 
carries with her the latest drugs 
used to combat the disease and 
gives regular injections and 


treatment to a large number of: 


sufferers. 

Many of her patients have 
shown marked improvement and 
these people have helped Helen 
in her ceaseless efforts to make 
other lepers believe in her prim- 
ary mission to save little ones, 

This woman's life is given over 
to self sacrifice; to a hardship 
that few would or could endure. 
Hers is a vocation that needs the 
utmost in steadfast courage.

Memories Of Those Penny Candies 


From our home on Metro- 
politan Avenue, it was only a 


skip and a-hop to the store. You’ 


never stuck to the sidewalk, 
however, for it was far more 
fun to walk along the gutter 
and break tar bubbles. ~ The 
scorching summer sun formed 
them in soft patches of tar 
along the edge .of the road, 
Some had beautifully curved, 
Shiny black gonvex surfaces as 
large as a half dollar. One poke 
with a stick would release the 
trapped water, a sight that 
never failed to please. (Just 
why, IT am now at a loss to 
state.) 


Breaking bubbles prolonged 
the trip and your anticipation, 
but if you broke every bubble 
along the way,..you could still 
reach the store in less than ten 
minutes. When you came to the 


corner of Metropolitan and. 


’ Westminster, you crossed into 
the center of the street and en- 
tered the little park that cre- 
ates an oasis of green. 

The grass was a bit shabby to 
be sure; the young oaks al- 
though resplendent in their green 
garb usually had a broken low- 
er limb or two, and the cross- 
paths were rocky, but it was a 
great spot just the same. Many 
a game of mumblety-peg had 
been played on the turf; many a 
broken jacknife blade resulted 
from striking a rock that prior 
desultory probing had failed to 
locate. 

Directly across from the up- 
per end of the park, stood a 
large duplex house. One corner 
room had been used as a gro- 
cery for as long as I can re- 
member and it is probably so 
occupied today. As you entered 
the door, the penny candy coun- 
ter with its sloping glass front, 
spotted with the semi-transpar- 
ent impressions of small noses 
and sticky fingers, was at the 


left. As often as not, the room’ 


was empty, for the owner lived 
in an apartment above and be- 
hind the store. A small window 
in the rear wall opened into his 
kitchen. When the bell over the 
door jangled, a face would ap-

pear, and soon he — or she — 
would enter from a hallway at 
the right. 


Time spent waiting for Mr. 


- oO» Mrs. Pomer was never 


wasted. You had a great array 
of-candy to look over, and if 
more than one penny was yours 
to spend, many difficult deci- 
sions to make, compounded by 
the numbers of coppers involv- 
ed. I knew the contents of that 
case by heart and the precise 
lo¢ation ofeach item, but this 
never seemed to lessem the mag- 
nitude of the problem. 

There were many factors to 
be weighed. Some candies were 
three for a cent, such as ‘the 
fragrant green mint leaves we 
all liked, others such as Boston 
Baked Beans were measured 
out in a small. wooden bean- 
pot, and quite’a number of deli- 
cious candycoated peanuts were 
yours for a cent. 

Long strips of jet black lico- 
rice were a great favorite and 
probably gave you as much 
value for a penny as any item 
in the case. The real licorice 
was great, but I recall that the 
red and green items that as- 
sumed the shape of licorice 
whips had a taste that left much 
to be desired. 


If memory serves me correct- 
ly, an all-persuasive odor of 
pickle lingered in the vicinity 
of the candy counter. It came 
from' an ornate jar, once used 
for candy, that stood on top 
of the counter. A whole pickle 
was five cents; a generous slice 
Was a mere three pennies. 
Pickles and I have never been 
great friends, but I'll readily 
admit that a candy counter can 
only be the real thing if you 
can sniff pickle smell around it. 

Closing my eyes and scanning 
from left to right, I'd say the 
line-up in the Pomer candy 
case went something like this. 

First came mint juleps, a 
tangy candy that was two for 
a cent and had a flavor that 
made them dangerous things to 
eat in a classroom. Any teacher 
could detect the smell of a mint 
julep, or the green: leaves, at a 
good ‘half mile. Or at least so 
it seemed. 


Next in the row came non- 
parells, the little chocolate 
wafers with the white jimmy. 
Next came bull’s-eyes, which 


require no description. If you 
have never eaten a_ bull’s-eye, 
yeu've never spent a childhood 
in Massachusetts. Maple sugar 
cakes came next, followed clos¢- 
ly by little tin dishes complete 
with a small tin spoon. The dish 
was filled with a soft creamy 
mixture that usually proved to 
be tougher than th€ spoon. You 
wound up seraping the ‘sweet 
from the tin with your teeth, 


but this was considered all part 
of 'the game. 

One of my favorite candies 
was a small bar about two 
inches long, one-quarter inch 
équare, a muddish brown in col- 
or and rather coarse in texture. 


. Its flavor was a bit on the minus 


side, but its name made up for 
all deficiencies. With typical 
Yankee forthrightness it was 
called a mud bar, and it was 
worth a cent any day. In fact, 
I'd gladly pay almost any sum 
for one right now. 

You can’t write about penny 
candy and omit such items as 
the small candies which came 
fastened to @ narrow strip of 
white paper. Memory fails to 
produce a name, but the amount 
of paper consumed along with’ 
the candy kept this item from 
being held in high esteem by 
my set. 

Along the bottom of the case 
were such delicacies as imita- 


tion ice cream cones, Mary | 


Janes, Bolsters, and small wax 
bottles which contained a sweet 
liquid. These “candies”’: gave 
you double value. You bit off 
the top of the bottle, drank the 
liquid, and then chewed the 
container until the wax crum- 
bled to dust. Not one of my 
favorites at all. 

Next to the wax items came 
the candy peanuts and bananas, 
and just past them the candy 
which every youngster liked — 
old fashioneds. Creamy white, 
they had a sort of bittersweet 
chocolate coating, an unbeatable 
combination. 

One or two other select child- 
hoad sweets must be mentioned. 
There “weg, Oh Boy Gum, a 
giant-sized sticleein. a brilliant 
yellow wrapper. It was prob- 
ably the first appearance of 
bubble gum. Just the size of the 
stick alone made Oh Boy Gum 
a bargain; the fact that you 
could blow bubbles with it as 
well was sheer largesse deliy- 
ered by a benevolent -manufac- 
turer. Oh Boy Gum _ probably 
got more youngsters into hot 
water in school than any gum 
since — but it was worth it.
